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Frightful Accident to A. O. Sher-| 


wood at the Jockey Olub. 


HE LIVED BUT TWO: HOURS. 


While Visiting With C. C. Maffitt He 
Tumbled Over the Banisters to 
the Lower Floor. 


A frightful accident, resulting in the death 
of Alex C. Sherwood,“ member of the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee, happened 
at the Fair Grounds Jockey Club at 10:45 
o'clock Sunday night. While coming dewn 
the central stairway he lost his balance 
and plunged over the low banister from 
the ‘third’ story ‘to the hard maple floor 30 
feet below. He was unconscious when 
picked up and died two hours later at St. 
John’s Hospital. 

How the accident occurred will never be 
definitely known. Mr. C. C. Maffitt, Chair- 
man of the State Central Committee and 
President of the Jockey Club, was with 
him at the time. They had started down- 
stairs intending to drive to the Southern 
Hotel, where Mr. Sherwood was stopping. 
Mr. Maffitt was slightly in the lead and 
had reached the second landing when he 
heard his companion scream, and, turning 
around, saw him 3 Sage mang through the 
narrow opening to the first floor. 

It all occurred so quickly that Mr. Mat- 
fitt did not realize what had happened un- 
til it Was over, 


“When Alex screamed,“ said Mr. Maf- 
fitt to a Post-Dispatch reporter, “I turned 
around and instinctively started back up 
the stairway. I. saw him grab frantically 
at the railing two or three times, but he 
had toppled over and it was beyond his 
reach. 7 think I only took one or two 
steps when I realized that he was beyond 
my assistance. His body shot downward 
like an arrow and in a twinkling struck 
the hard floor with a sickening noise I shall 
never forget. 

“He struck on his back and rolled over 
r on his side.

Col. Tom Connor of Joplin, ex-Treasurer 
of the Democratic State Committee, who 
had known Mr. Sherwood intimately for a 
number of years, reached the city Monday 
morning and was very much shocked at 
the news of his friend's sudden death. 

“IT am not as much surprised, however, 
as I would have been had I not known Mr. 
Sherwood’s allment.“ said Col. Conner. He 
had been a sufferer from a dangerous form 
of heart disease for a long while, and Mr. 
Seibert told me this morning that Sher- 
wood had been subject to fainting spells 
during the past few months. Several 
times of late while working at his desk in 
the Auditor's office he came near fainting 
and to be carried home. Any un- 
usual exerti or excitement has been dan- 
geroue to him for the past year.’’

Boilers Wrecks a 
Five-Story Denver Hotel. 


PROBABLY. TWENTY -KILMED, |

DENVER, Colo, Aug. 19.—The fire in 
the Gumry Hotel, wrecked by a boiler ex- 
plosion soon after midnight; has been ex- 
tinguished, and the search for the dead has 
begun. A large force of men and teams is 
engaged in hauling away the debris. At 
1 o’clock one body, which was not identi- 
fied, had been removed from the ruins, and 
several more were in sight. The number 
of killed will not exceed twenty.

THE DURSTROW MISTRIAL. 


The failure of the Franklin County jury 
to agree upon a verdict in the Duestrow 
case was not entirely unexpected. Those 
who have followed the evidence closely 
as it appeared from day to day in the 
newspapers were prepared o helieve that 
an average jury would be so thoroughly 
mystified and confused by the medical 
experts, and so movéd by the eloquent 
appeals of the distinguished, attorneys 
for the defense, as to be unable to form 
a very definite opinion concerning Dues- 
trow’s responsibility. 

The horrible butchery of his wife and 
child by this millionaire slayer is some- 
thing inconceivable to a jury of men 
leading peaceful, sober lives in the coun- 
try. If they had been told only that 
Duestrow was “crazy drunk“ at the time 
of the commission of the crime, and that 
to this fact was due the partial failure of 
the State to show motive and deliberation 
sufficient to constitute murder in the first 
degree, they could have understood that 
and perhaps come to an agreemen*. 

But when the able attorneys for the 
defense surrounded the case with an 
overwhélming mass of expert testimony 
on inganity, the failure of the jury to find 
a verdict was to be expected. 

The people of St. Louls City have their 
own notions about Duestrow and his 
crime and they have not been slow to 
express them. They are disappointed 
over the result of the long trial at Union, 
not alone because enormous costs are 
being piled up against the State—need- 
lessly as it seems to them—but because 
the administration of law and justice is 
being retarded in a way that is harmful 
to public order. The prosecution has 
done its best, but the defense has won a 
temporary victory.

AS TO KENTUCKY. 


The increasing probability that Brad- 
ley, the Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor, will be elected in Kentucky has 
driven the Courier-Journal to get up a 
“scare” upon which it can fall back as an 
explanation when the result is an- 
nounced. It declares that the free silver 
Democrats and the Republicans have en- 
tered into an agreement, whereby the 
Republicans are aiding Blackburn to se- 
cure re-election to the Senate, in return 
for the support of Bradley by free silver 
Democrats.

It is not difficult to find the meaning 
of this. The contract of the bond symdi- 
cate expires in less than a month and 
a half. Until Oct. 1 the syndicate must 
maintain the reserve at the $100,000,000 
point and it will probably do so. Every 
day it will probably replace enough 
gold—possibly with the same gold that 
has been drawn out—to keep the reserve 
just above the limit. 

But the difficulty of maintaining the 
reserve will be emphasized.

When the contract ex- 
pires the reserve will probably dwindle 
rapidly and there will be a how! from 
the “financiers’’ about the impairment of 
credit and the danger of a panic. 

It would not do to have the reserve 
untouched until the contract expires and 
then raided. That would look like a put- 
up job. It is better to have introductory 
withdrawals and an apparent struggle 
of the syndicate with a demand for, gold 
for export. It will make a better im- 
pression on the public; but the end—the 
forcing of another bond issue—will be the 
same. 

The opportunity to divide another rich 
plum is too tempting for the financiers.

Federation and L. of L. Garment Out- 
ters Will Fight in Chicago. 


Within twenty-four hours, says local 
Masterworkman Louis B. Seegers of the 


Garment Worksrs’ Union, one of the biggest 
labor unien wars ever declared in America 
will begin in Chicago. Mr. Seegers will 
not unfold the why or wherefore of the 
fight because he says the whole matter is 
to be kept secret until hostilities are opened. 
However, it is known that the Knights of 
Labor are going to fight thé clothing trades’ 
branch of the American Federation of 
Labor and bitterly too. 

The trouble which may cause the split 
up between the two great branches of or- 
ganized labor began months ago when a con- 
vention of the Garment Cutters was held 
in Chicago. The Chicago garment cutters 
belonging to the American Federation did 
not want the Knights of Labor garment 
cutters to work in the Windy City. Heated 
arguments were held during every session of 
the convention and the mater was finally 
tbrought to a climax by the Federation 
garment cutters getting a crowd of about 
200, filling them with beer and turning them 
loose in the hall where the convention was 
in session. The result was that every chair 
in the hall was smashed and every other 
Kniht of Labor got a sore head. Since then 
the Knights of Labor have been planning to 
force theli men into the Chicago shop. Mat- 
ters have reached a point where pen war 
will result.

LONDON, Aug. 19.~—The Post-Dispatch 
correspondent talked with several leading 
experts at the Baltic Exchange, the head- 
quarters of the British corn trade, Saturday 
on the prospects of the British corn crop and 
the amount of American corn likely to be re- 


quired. 

Some prominent brokers declared that the 
River Plate holds the key to the situation, 
and reports from there promised a very large 
me oy crop of both maize and wheat. 

e Danube district also reports an im- 
mense crop, as against an abnormally small 
one last season, and the view generally ex- 
pressed was that, howeyer low American 
prices may be, the D be will undersell 
them. The British crop is expected to 
generaily below the average, but brokers 
could not hazard an opinion on the probable 
amount of American corn that will be re- 
quired. Last year the exporta.of American 
corn were only 3.507, 785 bushel 

But the best informed opinion, so far as it 
has taken shape at all here, points to exces- 
sively low prices next season, ough it is 
admitted that the Americans may succeed 
in putting up prices if conditions be favor- 
able by the same means as those adopted 
last spring.
